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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-30 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 -7, 15-18, drawn to a method of inhibiting differentiation of mammalian 
cells by introducing a vector comprising a polynucleotide from Table 1 and 4 that 
inhibits HSC differentiation, classified in class 435, subclass 455. 

II. Claims 8-14, drawn to a method of increasing HSC in a mammalian subject by 
introducing HSC comprises polynucleotide that inhibits differentiation to the 
mammalian subject, classified in class 424, subclass 93.1. 

III. Claims 19-26, drawn to a method of isolating a population of cells that are 
enriched for HSC by identifying cell surface markers, classified in class 530, 
subclass 395. 

IV. Claims 27-30, drawn to a method of enumerating HSC in a population of cells by 
using antibody specifically binds to the surface marker of HSC, classified in class 
530, subclass 387.1. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other for following reasons. 
Inventions I-IV are directed to related process. The related inventions are distinct if the 
inventions as claimed do not overlap in scope, i.e., are mutually exclusive; the inventions as 
claimed are not obvious variants; and the inventions as claimed are either not capable of use 
together or can have a materially different design, mode of operation, function, or effect. See 
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MPEP § 806.05(j). In the instant case, the inventions of Groups I-IV are patentably distinct from 
each other because the inventions are drawn to methods that require different starting materials 
and modes of operation. Each method comprises distinct steps to achieve distinct purposes, and 
they are not obvious variation of one another. Therefore, the inventions of Groups I-V are 
patentably distinct. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. A search of the subject matter of one invention 
would not be co-extensive with a search of the other invention, and therefore the search would be 
burdensome. Each invention is capable of supporting a separate patent. 

If any of the Groups I-IV is elected, Applicants are further required to pick one gene or 
one combination of genes or polypeptides from tables 1-4 for examination. Each gene or 
polypeptide listed in Tables 1-4 are distinct and independent from each other, thus the methods 
of utilizing different genes are distinct from each other. A search of all the genes and all the 
possible combination for each claimed method would have been burdensome. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 
CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected invention.
